Gentlemen  of  the  Council : 

In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  Charter,  which  makes  it  Miii 
duty  of  the  Mayor  "  to  recommend  to  the  Common  Council  si 
measures  as  he  deems  for  the  public  good,"  I  will  suggest  for  y(  iiom 
consideration  some  matters  which  I  deem  worthy  of  your  attc 
tion. 

I  would  recommend  that  you  make  provision  for  an  immediiir 
revision  of  the  City  Ordinances.     No  revision  has  been  made  sir 
1859 ;  since  which  time  important  amendments  have  been  made 
the   Charter,  and   also  very  great  changes  in  the  Ordinances 
Ordinances  repealed  and  new  ones  enacted — and,  contained  as  they  { 
in  the  written  records  of  the  Council,  or  scattered  through  newspape  orti 
but  few  of  which  have  been  preserved,  it  is  difficult  for  even 
officers,  and  impossible  for  the  public,  to  be  informed  respecting  c 
municipal  code.     Many  important  decisions  have  been  made  consti 
ing  the  Charter  and  Ordinances,  and  I  would  recommend  that  it 
made  part  of  the  duties  of  the  revisor  to  append  marginal  notes  a 
references  to  these  decisions,  after  the  manner  of  our  Revised  St 
utes.

!p  would  further  recommend  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  be 
inted  immediately  after  each  meeting,  in  sheets  in  the  form  of 
Lves  of  a  book,  and  regularly  numbered,  so  that  each  successive 
,'ieet  can  be  stitched  to  its  predecessors  ;  thus  forming  a  continuously 
dmplete,  and  gradually  accumulating  journal  of  all  your  proceed- 
gs,  and  which,  at  the  end  of  each  year,  can  be  indexed  and 
und. 

A  number  of  copies  should  be  printed,  and  each  member  of  tJie 
)uncil  can  be  furnished  with  the  record  in  a  readable  form,  and 
lich  he  can  carry  home  with  him,  and  thus  readily  keep  himself 
formed  of  what  has  been  done ;  and,  being  a  valuable  aid  to  con- 
stency  in  what  shall  be  done  in  future  ;  sufficient  might  be  printed  to 
rther  supply  contractors,  and  others  having  business  with  the  city, 
id  also  answering  a  very  valuable  and  convenient  purpose  vrhen 
anscripts  from  our  records  are  required  as  testimony  in  the 
ifDurts. 

:  Should  the  Council  deem  this  an  unnecessary  expense,  I  would, 
least,  recommend  that  this  system  be  pursued  in  reference  to 
dinances  passed.  These  are  required  to  be  published  in  the 
.  vvspapers,  and  while  the  type  is  up  it  would  cost  but  little  more  to 
^ve  a  number  of  copies  printed,  in  pamphlet  leaves,  so  as  readily 
)  be  connected  in  book  form,  and  at  periods  bound  and  indexed 
fter  the  manner  of  our  annual  Statutes,  also  with  the  addition  of 
larginal  notes  of  current  decisions.  This  would  render  a  revision 
asy,  and,  for  a  long  time,  unnecessary. 

Many  of  our  Ordinances  are  frequently  violated  by  persons  from 
le  country,  ignorantly  and  innocently,  and  often  by  poor  persons 
nd  young  boys.  Such  violations,  for  instance,  as  driving  over  side- 
walks, fastening  to  trees  and  lamp-posts.  These  parties  are  arrested 
nd  brought  before  the  Mayor,  and  being  found  guilty,  the  Mayor  is 
bliged  to  inflict  the  penalty.  The  Council  ordain  the  Ordinances, 
nd  it  is  made  the  Mayor's  duty  to  enforce  them,  although  it  often 
eems  a  hardship  to  do  so,  and  irritating  our  customers  and  those  to 
horn  we  desire  to  offer  inducements  to  visit  our  city.  I  would 
:)Commend  that  sign-boards  be  posted  just  outside  the  city  on  each 
A  ad  leading  into  it,  having  painted  on  them  a  statement  of  such 
"^!'enses  as  are  most  liable  to  be  committed,  together  with  the  penalty. 
■:  -jese  violations  are  seldom  committed  wilfully  by  country  people, 
'  1  while  these  Ordinances  are  necessary,  and  violations  cannot  be 
^  .  jiitted,  every  means  should  be  employed  to  inform  the  public,  and 
/e  them,  as  far  as  possible,  from  the  expense,  annoyance,  and  often 
ortification,  brought  upon  them  without  the  slightest  evil  intent 
pon  their  part.  There  are  two  points  in  the  city  at  which  crossing 
he  side-walk  has  been  so  frequent  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a 
;horoughfare,  and  persons  mistaking  it  for  such,  innocently  drive 
Dver  them  and  are  fined.  It  would  be  well  to  place  some  kind  of 
inger-board  at  such  points  until  disuse  would  obliterate  the  appcar- 
mce  of  a  street,  and  thus  be  the  means  of  protecting  persons  from 
oenalties  for  offenses  unwittingly  committed. 
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I  would  urge  the  most  stringent  measures  respecting  the  cleanli- 
ness of  our  streets.  This  is  important,  not  only  to  comfort,  conveni- 
ence and  good  taste,  but  is  absolutely  essential  to  health  and  life. 
Every  community  has  its  abundant  quota  of  negligent  and  filthy 
persons  who  make  the  public  streets  the  receptacle  of  vast  stores  of 
putrifying  offal.  This  should  be  closely  looked  to.  Nothing  offen- 
sive to  the  senses  should  be  permitted  to  remain.  Our  citizens  are 
willing  to  pay  for  this,  although  the  expense  may  amount  to  a  con- 
siderable item.  Persons  violating  these  Ordinances  for  preserving 
the  decency  of  the  streets,  should  be  so  dealt  with  as  to  discourage  a 
repetition. 

Our  city  is  being  surrounded  with  additions  not  laid  out  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  plan  of  the  city,  and  in  many  respects  very 
objectionable;  as,  for  instance,  the  narrowness  of  the  streets.  Such 
additions  are  being  laid  out,  and  have  been,  outside  the  city  and  be- 
yond our  control ;  and  we  are  being  hemmed  in,  with  ingress  or 
egress,  through  mere  alleys.  After  awhile,  these  will  be  incorporated 
with  us ;  but  the  mischief  is  done,  and  buildings  erected,  and  it  is 
exceedingly  difficult,  if  not  often  impossible,  to  reform  the  map  of  a 
city  badly  laid  out.  I  would  recommend  that  the  attorney  be  re- 
quested to  report  whether  any  legislation  can  be  had  to  remedy  this 
evil. 

This  city  pays  between  |2,500  and  ^3,000  per  annum  jail  fees  for 
simply  locking  up  persons  during  the  night.  The  jail  fee  is  charged 
against  these  persons  by  the  Mayor  as  part  of  the  prosecution,  but 
only  about  one-fourth  is  collected.  If  we  had  station  houses,  tlie 
city  would  save  that  much  money  and  be  the  gainer  in  another  way, 
by,  instead  of  making  the  fine  $1  00  and  taxing  up  the  jail  fee,  which 
is  usually  $1  40,  the  fine  could  be  |2  00.  The  result  would  be,  that 
in  case  of  non  payment,  the  city  would  be  out  nothing,  and  in  case 
of  payment  be  |1  00  better  off.  I  would  recommend  that  three  sta- 
tions be  established,  one  at  each  engine  house,  proper  additions  being 
built  therefor,  and  extra  pay  be  given  to  those  in  the  fire  department 
at  those  houses  for  watching  and  guarding  the  prisoners  during  the 
nighi.  This  would  be  more  economical  than  renting  houses  and 
paying  extra  watchmen.  Another  consideration  is  that  at  present 
when  an  arrest  is  made  at  night  it  requires  considerable  time  tc 
go  to  the  jail  with  the  prisoner,  thus  leaving  that  portion  of  the  cit  ^ 
during  that  time  without  a  watchman.  I  am  indebted  for  this  sug- 
gestion to  our  late  City  Attorney,  who  has  given  the  subject  care/al 
deliberation  in  a  position  in  which  he  has  had  opportunity  to  know. 

Upon  us  devolves  the  appointment  of  a  large  number  of  subordi- 
nate officers,  having  in  their  control  the  fire  department  and  the 
preservation  of  the  peace  of  the  city.  It  is  very  important  that 
honest,  capable,  and  faithful  men  should  be  selected,  and  no  other 
consideration  should  influence  our  selection. 

No  man  is  at  liberty  to  give  his  vote  for  his  friend  who  is  in- 
competent. 

Friendship   is  well  in  its  place,  but  our  first  duty  is  owing  to  the 
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welfare  of  the  city;  we  were  not  elected  to  procure  places  for  our 
friends,  but  to  perform  certain  duties,  and  these  we  were  sworn  to 
perform.  Let  each  then  be  guarded  and  not  permit  this  social  or 
friendly  feelings  to  bfetray  him  into  forgetfulness  of  the  best  interests 
of  the  city. 

I  would  further  call  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  houses  of  refuge.  This  subject  seems  to  have  received 
some  degree  of  attention  in  theory  from  the  law-givers  of  our  State, 
and  ordaining  it  as  a  State  policy.  The  Constitution  provides  ^'that 
the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  houses  of  refuge  for  the  corree- 
tion  and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders.'^ 

In  1855  an  act  was  passed  to  carry  out  this  provision  of  the  Con- 
stitution, the  preamble  of  which  is  as  follows : 

"Whereas,  The  Constitution  of  the  States  requires  that  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  provide  houses  of  refuge  for  the  correction  and 
reformation  of  juvenile  offenders;  and,  whereas,  common  sense  and 
common  humanity  demand  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  at  once, 
within  this  State,  to  separate  the  youthful  culprit  from  the  veteran 
and  hardened  criminal. 

Section  4  of  said  act  is  as  follows : 

"  The  system  of  management  and  laws  to  be  prepared,  as  in  the 
foregoing  section  directed,  shall  contemplate  the  making  such  House 
of  Refuge  not  simply  a  place  of  correction  but  a  reform  school, 
where  the  young  convict,  separated  from  vicious  associates,  may,  by 
careful  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  training,  be  reformed  and  re- 
stored to  the  community  with  principles  and  character  fitting  him 
for  a  good  citizen,  an  honorable  and  honest  man.'^ 

This  seems  to  be  on  the  right  path.  The  true  law-giver  will  seek 
to  destroy  the  source  of  crime.  By  destroying  the  root  the  growth 
of  the  fruit  is  prevented.  By  rearing  the  youth  of  the  land  in  intel- 
ligence and  virtuous  principles  all  else  can  almost  be  left  to  itself. 

"  Our  Constitution  provides  that  "  The  penal  code  shall  be  founded 
on  the  principles  of  reformation,  and  not  of  vindictive  justice." 
This  is  a  noble  provision.  There  is  wisdom  and  goodness,  head  and 
heart  embraced  in  that  provision.  Punishment  should  not  be  de- 
signed merely  to  inflict  suffering  on  the  guilty  for  the  sake  of  suffer- 
ing, but  as  an  inducement  to  prevent  its  repetition  by  the  offender 
himself,  and  to  operate  as  a  warning  to  deter  others,  and  every  effort 
should  be  employed  to  render  such  punishment  reformatory  in  its 
character.  To  imprison  a  boy  in  our  county  jail  among  felons,  is  a 
poor  school  of  reform.  That  he  is  vicious  is  often  more  his  mis- 
fortune than  his  fault.  Perhaps  an  orphan,  or  worse^  he  grows  up 
neglected  and  ignorant,  and  exposed  to  the  worst  influences,  and  that 
he  should  likewise  grow  up  a  criminal  should  not  surprise  any  one. 
Society  which  permitted  it,  is  the  worst,  if  not  the  only  criminal  of 
the  two.  It  is  easy  to  deal  with  the  mere  surface  of  crime — to  fine 
and  imprison ;  but  the  humane  law-giver  will  seek  deeper,  and  ever 
remember  that  the  most  valuable  police  regulation  is  that  which 
stands  guardian  over  the  morals  of  the  young. 
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No  police  regulations  can  preserve  peace  and  good  order  in  a  vi- 
cious and  ignorant  commnity.  Our  charter  authorizes  the  establish- 
ment of  such  an  institution,  and  it  would  enable  the  benevolent 
amongst  us  to  find  these  unfortunates  and  give  direction  to  that  be- 
nevolence which  at  present  cannot  find  or  exercise  control  or  influ. 
ence  over  its  objects. 

It  might  embrace,  too,  within  its  provisions  those  given  to  habitual 
intoxication.  I  have  long  entertained  the  conviction  that  this  should 
be  treated  as  a  disease,  if  not  an  insanity,  rather  than  a  crime.  It  is 
perhaps  not  so  generally  regarded.  The  victims  themslves  do  not  so 
regard  it ;  but  test  the  question  by  the  logical  fact  whether  or  not 
their  conduct  is  rational,  and  we  have  an  answer  at  once.  Men  sac- 
rifice everything  for  drink — they  drink  themselves  into  poverty,  dis- 
grace and  ruin  for  themselves  and  families — cast  away  everything 
desirable  in  life,  hope,  ambition,  health,  and  even  life  itself.  And 
can  it  be  that  this  is  not  madness  ?  Call  it  what  we  may,  it  is  a 
wicked  spell — so  strong  as  to  destroy  self-control,  moral,  or  physical 
restraint.  And  must  one  like  this  be  left  to  destroy  himself  without 
an  effort  to  save  him.  No  more  than  the  maniac,  who  has  repeatedly 
attempted  suicide.  Sometimes,  it  is  the  poor  and  friendless  alone  in 
the  world,  drinking  to  drown  his  sorrow.  It  is  not  usually  the  mean, 
selfish,  or  niggardly  that  become  drunkards — such  a  temperament  is 
the  best  security  in  the  world.  It  is  usually  the  generous  and 
the  social,  whose  very  geniality  seeking  society  and  being  sought, 
has  been  his  ruin ;  and  yet  such,  though  they  may  be  lost  to  the  re- 
forming influence  of  blows,  and  of  the  world's  neglect  or  scorn,  are 
yet  not  lost  to  the  influence  of  sympathy,  for  oftentimes  one  gentle 
word  of  advice,  one  soothing  tone  of  hope  may  do  more  to  reform  and 
encourage  the  wicked  and  despairing  than  all  the  manacles  that  ever 
were  forged,  and  all  the  solitary  dungeons  that  ever  vv^ere  builded. 

Separated  for  a  time  from  vicious  associates,  surrounded  by  good 
influences,  encouraged  to  regain  his  self-respect,  and  debarred  from 
access  to  his  cups  until  consciousness  has  been  restored,  he  may  go 
forth  clothed  in  his  right  mind,  to  a  future  of  hope  and  happiness. — 
Where  should  we  seek  the  most  to  efi'ect  reform  ?  Of  course  where 
it  is  most  needed — among  the  worst ;  and  although  we  may  not  al- 
ways succeed — though  it  should  not  always  do  others  good,  or  make 
them  better,  it  will  ourselves.  The  heart  always  comes  purer  and 
better  from  a  labor  of  love.  The  highest  and  purest  enjoyment  is 
the  consciousness  of  doing  good,  and  he  is  the  wisest  man  who  most 
cultivates  this  sublime  and  Heaven-born  sensibility.  Each  noble  and 
generous  impulse  grows  stronger  with  its  exercise,  as  each  blow  upon 
the  anvil  makes  the  arm  that  struck  it  stronger  to  strike  the  next, 
and  the  true  philanthropist  will  never  cease  to  labor  or  to  hope  for 
his  race, 

I  will  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  another  subject,  although 
it  is  one  you  cannot  remedy,  as  it  is  a  provision  of  the  charter. 

It  is  provided  that  the  Mayor  shall,  as  part  of  his  compensation, 
receive  fees  which  are  dependent  upon  coviction.     Our  laws  make 
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similar  nrovision  for  the  fees  of  Justice  of  tlie  Peace.  This  is  wrong 
in  principle,  to  make  the  compensation  of  a  judicial  officer  dependent 
u^n  his  own  decision.  If  there  is  anything  in  the  world  that  should 
be  removed,  in  the  remotest  degree,  from  every  corrupting  influence, 
it  is  the  judiciary  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  for  even  the  lowest 
acts  upon  the  property  and  the  liberty  of  the  citizen.  And  although 
great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  pure  men,  yet  the 
best  are  subject  to  improper  influences  and  the  cravings  of  averice  are 
invidious,  and  often  exercise  an  influence  unconsciously  even  to  the 
party  influenced.  It  would  be  at  least  as  well  not  to  hold  out  the 
temptati^. 

My  own  conviction  is,  that  courts  are  but  seldom,  if  ever,  influ- 
enced by  such  temptation,  but  this  is  not  all,  courts  of  justice  should 
be  so  administered  that  their  purity  should  ever  remain  above  suspi- 
cion. 

Violations  are  often  committed  of  Ordinances  not  important  in 
thei,]?*character,  by  parties,  too,  entirely  ignorant  and  innocent  of  in- 
tention, and  the  consequences  of  the  act  almost  if  not  wholly  harmless. 
Yet  coming  within  the  prohibition  of  the  law,  an  officer  sworn  to  ex- 
ecute the  laws,  (not  to  make  them  nor  responsible  for  their  wisdom,) 
is  obliged  to  inflict  the  penalty,  and  the  accused  looking  at  it  from  his 
stand-point  of  selfishness  and  irritation,  and  feeling  too  innocent  of 
intention,  and  that  the  act  was  harmless,  goes  out  feeling  that  he  is 
wronged,  charges  it  at  once  to  a  corrupt  motive,  and  with  his  respect 
for  courts  impaired,  and  prepared  more  than  before  to  commit  a 
wilful  violation  in  a  spirit  of  defiance.  Courts  should  be  so  adminis- 
tered, if  possible,  that  even  the  veriest  criminal  should  be  convinced 
that  even  if  his  sentence  was  wrong,  in  fact,  that  the  court  was  im- 
partial. 

Our  city  finances  have  become  an  important  feature.  Our  expendi- 
tures are  annually  a  large  sum,  and  necessarily  increasing  with  our 
growth.  Our  people  are  willing  to  pay  taxes  liberally,  but  they 
expect,  and  have  a  right  to  expect,  that  it  will  not  only  be  honestly, 
but  judiciously  expended.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  these  expectations 
are  realized. 

"-  'And  now,  gentlemen,  let  us  enter  upon  our  duties  actuated  but  by 
one  impulse,  but  one  ambition — the  welfare,  the  prosperity,  and  the 
honor  of  our  beautiful  city — and  when  she  shall  have  become  the 
proudest  and  purest  metropolis  of  the  West,  may  each  of  us  be  able 
to  point  to  her  with  pride  and  exultation  and  truthfully  say,  What 
she  is,  in  her  greatness  and  goodness,  I  helped  make  her.

Gentlemen  : — Some  weeks  ago  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Titcomb,  I 
presented  him  a  bill  for  services  rendered  in  the  case  of  Macy,  et  ahy 
vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  et  al.,  to  be  by  him  presented  to  your 
Honorable  Body. 

The  bill  was  by  Mr.  Titcomb  presented  to  you,  and  by  you  refer- 
red to  the  former  City  Attorney,  James  N.  Sweetser,  Esq.,  who  re- 
ported against  the  allowance  of  my  claim.  This  report  was  made 
under  a  misapprehension  of  the  circumstances  and  facts  of  the  case. 
Had  Mr.  Sweetser  been  fully  informed  as  to  the  facts  of  the  case,  I 
am  satisfied  he  would  have  made  a  difi"erent  report,  and  for  that 
reason  I  beg  leave  to  set  the  facts  fully  before  you. 

During  the  time  in  which  I  was  City  Attorney,  Messrs.  Macey  and 
Turner  instituted  an  action  against  the  city  and  Mr.  Titcomb,  and 
obtained  a  temporary  injunction,  arresting,  temporarily,  the  im- 
provement of  Noble  street.  I  tried  and  argued  the  cause  for  the 
city,  and  the  injunction  was  dissolved  and  the  city  was  successful. 
From  the  judgment  in  favor  of  the  city,  Messrs.  Macy  and  Turner 
appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

After  the  expiration  of  my  term  of  office,  at  the  request  of  former 
members  of  your  body,  I  argued  the  case  in  the  Supreme  Court  for 
the  city — no  one  appearing  for  the  city  but  myself.  The  city  was 
again  successful,  and  the  judgment  in  her  favor  affirmed. 

Many  questions  were  discussed,  but  the  principal  one  was  whether 
the  city  could  alter  the  grade  of  a  street  after  it  had  been  once  es- 
tablished ?     The  Supreme  Court  held  that  it  could. 

Had  the  city  been  unsuccessful,  very  heavy  liabilities  to  property 
owners  would^  have  been  entailed  upon  her. 

For  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court,  I  refer  to  report  of  the 
case  in  the  17th  volume  of  Indiana  Reports,  page  267. 

Mr.  Taylor,  the  counsel  for  Messrs.  Macy  and  Turner,  filed  two 
able,  lengthy  and  elaborate  briefs,  and  as  evidence  of  what  services 
I  performed  in  investigating  and  presenting  authorities,  I  append  the 
arguments  and  briefs  submitted  by  me. 

I  have  made  this  explanation,  deeming  it  due  to  myself,  that  the 
matter  should  be  fully  presented  to  you.

To  the  Honorahle  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen  : — On  taking  charge  of  the  fire  department,  permit  me 
to  make  the  following  report : 

By  request  of  your  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  several  per- 
sons have  been  dismissed  from  the  department  in  Company  No.  1. 
I  have  appointed  John  Riggs,  James  Hamilton  and  James  A. 
Isgrigg,  to  fill  the  vacancies,  and  ask  that  you  concur  in  said  ap- 
pointments. 

Engine  House  No.  3  is  in  bad  condition  :  the  roof  leaks,  and  the 
back  part  of  the  wall  is  nearly  ready  to  fall  down.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  said  wall  be  rebuilt,  and  also  a  brick  stable  be  built  to  this 
house  at  the  same  time.  The  alarm  bell  on  this  house  is  broken,  and 
is  not  sufficient  to  give  an  alarm.  It  is  necessary  that  a  new  bell 
should  be  purchased,  or  the  old  one  recast.  The  Hook  and  Ladder 
building  needs  new  doors  in  front,  and  some  flooring.  Some  small 
repairs  are  necessary  at  some  of  the  other  houses.  Of  the  cisterns 
constructed  for  last  year,  but  one  has  been  finished,  and  it  leaks. 
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The  cistern  at  the  corner  of  North  and  California  streets  has  had 
the  water  pumped  out  of  it  several  months  since,  for  the  purpose  of 
being  repaired,  but  Mr.  Woods,  the  contractor,  says  the  water  is  too 
high  in  the  ground  for  him  to  do  anything  to  them  now.  There  has 
been  a  hole  dug  for  a  cistern  on  the  corner  of  Vine  and  Huron 
streets,  which  has  been  full  of  water  all  winter,  to  the  great  annoy- 
ance of  the  citizens  in  that  neighborhood.  The  cistern  at  the  comer 
of  Meridian  and  Ohio  streets  leaks  bad,  and  I  am  told  that  said 
cistern  cannot  be  repaired,  unless  by  buihiing  a  new  wall  inside  of 
the  old  one,  and  re-plaster  the  same.  Some  repairs  are  necessary  to 
several  other  cisterns. 

I  would  recommend  that  one  or  two  extra  large  cisterns  be  built 
in  the  business  part  of  the  city,  near  Washington  street,  for,  with 
the  present  number,  in  case  of  a  large  fire,  the  water  would  give 
out. 

I  have  gathered  up  all  the  apparatus,  hose,  and  other  traps,  and 
stored  them  in  the  old  hook  and  ladder  and  other  engine  houses. 
There  are  two,  nearly  new,  fire  engiDes  getting  badly  rusted.  There 
are,  also,  the  old  engines.  Victory,  and  Marion,  badly  out  of  repair,  and 
too  old  to  sell  for  fire  purposes.  I  should  like  to  be  advised  as  to 
what  shall  be  done  with  them.  There  are  besides,  one  hose-wagon 
and  about  2,500  feet  of  hose,  some  of  which  are  unfit  for  fire  pur- 
poses. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  petition  of  the  hosemen  and  pipemen  of 
the  fire  department,  asking  an  increase  of  pay.  They  are  getting 
$50  00  per  year,  which  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  men  in  running 
to  fires,  and  assist  in  filling  cisterns.

This  Agreement.,  made  and  entered  into  this  20th  day  of  July, 
1863,  by  and  between  Thomas  Wren,  of  the  county  of  Marion,  and 
State  of  Indiana,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  of  the  second  part : 

Witnesseth,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  does  covenant  and 
agree  to  grade  and  gravel  the  first  alley  west  of  the  Madison  railroad 
track,  running  north  and  south  from  McCarty  to  Ray  streets,  at  34 
cents  per  cubic  yard  for  grading,  and  84  cents  per  cubic  yard  for 
graveling,  said  amount  to  be  collected  by  the  party  of  the  first  part 
at  his  own  expense,  from  the  owners  of  property  bordering  on  said 
improvement,  according  to  their  respective  number  of  feet,  and  from 
the  Common  Council  for  the  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys,  in  corpo- 
ration orders,  or  city  bonds,  running  two  years,  payable  with  six  per 
cent  interest,  but  payment  thereof  to  be  withheld  so  long  as  any 
sums  remain  unpaid  to  laborers  employed  by  the  contractor  for  work 
done  in  prosecution  of  said  improvements.  It  is  further  understood 
that  no  assignment  of  this  contract  shall  be  made  to  any  other  party 
without  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council.  The  party  of  the  first 
part  further  agrees  to  execute  the  work  in  accordance  with  the  follow-- 
ing  specifications,  viz :  The  alley  to  be  graded  full  width  according  to 
stakes  to  be  set  by  the  Civil  Engineer.  The  contractor  to  furnish  at 
his  own  expense  all  the  earth  necessary  for  the  proper  completion  of 
the  contract,  or  if  a  surplus,  shall  remove  the  same  to  some  street  or 
alley  as  directed  by  the  Engineer,  not  exceeding  a  distance  of  half  a 
mile,  and  there  level  the  same  to  his  satisfaction.  The  centre  of 
said  alley  to  be  graveled  with  good  river  or  creek  gravel,  fifteen  feet 
wide  and  fifteen  inches  deep  in  the  centre,  sloping  to  five  inches  at 
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either  edge.  The  sidewalks  to  be  graveled  with  good  river  or  creek 
gravel  to  the  depth  of  six  inches. 

To  be  finished  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1863,  to  the 
<3ntire  satisfaction  of  the  Civil  Engineer,  and  should  said  work  not  be 
finished  by  the  time  specified,  and  according  to  the  above  specifica- 
tions, then  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  the  privilege 
and  option  of  forfeiting  this  contract,  and  of  reletting  the  same,  and 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  that 
may  accrue  by  said  failure  to  perform  said  work  according  to  contract.

Gentlemen: — The  claim  of  Henry  Giesel,  Esq.,  for  services  ren- 
dered by  him  as  a  member  of  your  body,  having  been  referred  to 
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me  for  consideration,  with  instructions  to  report  thereon,  I  beg 
leave  to  say,  that,  having  carefully  examined  the  matter,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  deciding  that  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  full  compensa- 
tion for  every  session  of  your  body  at  which  he  was  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  accordance  with  the  decison  of  the  courts. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Giesel,  I  will  briefly  remark,  is  by  no  means  that 
of  the  other  three  gentlemen  who  were  elected  at  the  same  time  with 
himself.  One  of  the  latter  left  the  city,  and  emigrated  to  a  foreign 
country.  Another  went  into  the  army,  without  prosecuting  his 
claim  to  a  seat.  And  the  third,  although  remaining  in  the  city,  also 
failed  or  neglected  to  prosecute  his  rights.  The  Council,  therefore, 
in  my  opinion,  is  or  would  be  under  no  obligation  to  pay  any  one  of 
them  for  services  which  they  made  little  or  no  effort  to  claim  the 
right  to  discharge.  But  the  case  of  Mr.  Giesel,  I  submit,  presents 
an  entirely  different  aspect.  He  has  persistently,  and  unceasingly 
urged  his  claim  to  a  seat,  not  only  before  your  own  body,  but,  as 
already  observed,  before  the  Courts  of  the  country.  These  latter, 
after  repeated  hearings,  finally  decided  in  his  favor,  thereupon  he  at 
once  took  a  seat  amoiig  your  body,  where  he  served  until  the  expira* 
tion  of  his  term.  But  that  he  did  not  do  so  sooner,  was  not  his  fault 
and  indeed,  his  prompt  readiness  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil when  allowed,  clearly  demonstrates  that  he  would  have  been 
equally  prompt  in  doing  so  at  any  time  from  the  period  of  his  elec- 
tion, had  it  been  in  his  power.

To  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  one  of 
our  citizens  has  generously  offered  to  donate  to  the  cit}^,  some  seven 
acres  of  land,  near  the  corporate  limits,  for  the  purposes  of  a  house 
of  refuge  and  reform  for  abandoned  females,  provided  the  Council 
will  take  the  necessary  measures  to  erect  proper  buildings,  &c.,  and 
the  donor  will  execute  a  deed  as  soon  as  he  has  information  that 
such  measures  have  been  taken.  I  hope  the  Council  will  accept,  and 
at  once  institute  the  necessary  measures  to  carry  out  the  object  of 
the  donation.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  much  good  may  be  done, 
and,  aside  from  its  moral  advantages,  the  pecuniary  share  is  worth 
considering.  In  two  months  the  number  of  this  class  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  was  32,  the  aggregate  of  their  imprisonment  amount- 
ing to  732  days,  or  just  two  years,  the  expense  of  which  would  be 
$365  00,  or  about  $2,190  per  annum.  These  are  the  homeless  out- 
casts alone,  having  been  arrested  in  the  woods,  and  living  in  the  open 
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air.  It  is  believed  that,  under  the  care  of  Associations  of  BenevQlent 
Sisters,  it  can  be  made  almost  self  sustaining ;  but,  even  if  it  should 
be  more  expensive  than  at  present,  the  good  it  will  undoubtedly  ac- 
complish, makes  the  expense  a  secondary  consideration. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  gift,  and 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  examine  and  ascertain  what  build- 
ings are  required,  and  the  probable  expense,  and  that  the  Council 
pledge  its  support  to  the  measure.

Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  : 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianajjolis : 

A  meeting  of  citizens  held  at  Masonic  Hall  on  Friday  evening 
last,  appointed  the  undersigned  a  committee  to  present  to  your 
honorable  body  some  facts  and  suggestions  concerning  the  condition 
and  treatment  of  the  abandonded  outcast  women  of  this  city.  It  is 
bardly  necessary  for  us  to  state  that  large  numbers  of  this  class  infest 
our  city,  and  are  exerting  a  powerful  and  wide-spread  influence  for  evil 
upon  our  community.  The  sons  of  our  reputable  citizens  are  beguiled 
from  their  homes,  and  very  often,  before  their  parents  are  apprised  of 
the  danger,  they  are  hopeles-sly  ruined  in  mind  and  body.  We  regret 
to  be  compelled  to  state  that  daughters  of  some  of  our  citizens  have 
.also  been  led  away  by  the  pernicious  influence  of  this  class,  and  are 
now  found  in  these  dens  of  vice,  lost  to  virtue,  and  shut  out  from 
society  forever.  The  facts  warrant  us  in  stating  further,  that  the 
county  and  city  expenses  are  increased  some  thousands  of  dollars 
annually,  by  the  crimes  and  offences  originating  with  these  v/omen. 
Whether  you  view  the  subject  as  a  moral  evil  of  the  most  destructive 
tendencies,  or  as  imposing  heavy  pecuniary  burdens  upon  community, 
it  commands  your  serious  consideration  as  guardians  of  the  public 
morals  and  interests. 

Can  anything  be  done  to  alleviate  or  remove  the  evil?  This  is  the 
practical  question,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  our  convic- 
tions, that  much  has  been  done  in  other  localities,  and  that  a  great 
work  can  be  accomplished  here,  in  behalf  of  these  unfortunates.  Some 
two  hundred  years  ago  the  order  of  "The  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shef- 
..herd^^  was  instituted  in  France,  by  some  good  women,  who,  with  a 
noble  and  self-sacrificing  spirit,  devoted  their  lives  to  the  work  of 
elevating  and,  as  far  as  possible,  reforming  the  characters  of  the 
fallen  of  their  sex.  The  labors  of  the  sisterhood  have  produced 
abundant  fruits,  and  colonies  from  the  parent  society  are  now  at  work 
upon  every  continent  of  the  world.  In  the  United  States  they  have 
met  with  encouraging  success,  and  can  now  count  their  Magdalens  by 
hund^'eds.     At  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  a  colony  was  es- 
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tablished  about  22  years  ago,  and  its  good  works  have  been  seen  and 
acknowledged  by  all  who  have  watched  its  progress. 

The  unfortunate  woman  who  desires  to  avail  herself  of  the  oppor- 
tunities thus  aiforded,  becomes  a  voluntary  inmate  of  this  "  home  for 
the  friendless."  There  she  finds  (what  society  does  not  offer),  friends 
and  motherly  advisers  of  her  own  sex.  She  is  taught  the  more  com- 
mon branches  of  education,  and  ttiose  useful  employments  of  female 
industry  that  enable  her  to  support  herself  without  resorting  to  the 
customary  vices  of  her  class.  In  her  new  home  the  story  of  her 
past  life  is  never  mentioned;  she  is  taught,  if  possible,  to  forget  her 
past  degredation,  and  by  the  disinterested  and  devoted  kindness  of 
friends  who  surround  her,  she  is  encouraged  to  hope  that,  by 
future  virtuous  conduct,  she  may  yet  regain,  to  some  extent,  the 
good  opinion  of  the  world  that  has  hitherto  treated  her  as  a  moral 
leper.  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  these  institutions,  when  once 
established,  by  the  industry  of  their  inmates,  in  sewing  and  other 
employments,  provide  for  their  own  support,  and,  in  some  cases,  as 
at  Louisville,  they  realize  a  surplus  with  which  to  enlarge  their 
buildings.  Besides  this,  the  establishment  of  such  an  asylum  in  any 
community,  would  always  draw  to  it  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
philanthropic  citizens. 

The  city  of  Louisville,  and  other  places,  have  been  relieved  of  great 
expenditures  by  the  provisions  thus  made  for  keeping  these  women, 
who,  without  this  instrumentality,  are  thrust  into  prisons,  to  be  kepi; 
at  public  expense  for  a  time,  and  then  released  to  prey  upon  society 
again.  The  bloody  history  of  the  dreadful  riots  in  New  York  City, 
teaches  us  the  important  lesson,  that  society  must  do  something  to 
omeliorate  the  condition  of  the  ignorant  and  depraved,  or  pay  the 
penalty  by  suffering  the  terrible  retribution  that  follows  the  neg- 
lect of  such  duty.  Does  not  every  suggestion  of  self-interest,  and 
humanity,  impel  us  to  lay  hold  of  every  opportunity  to  benefit  our 
community  by  alleviating  the  distress  of  the  unfortunate. 

We  are  informed  that  one  of  our  citizens  has  generously. offered  a 
donation  of  land,  in  or  near  the  city,  suitable  for  the  location  of  such 
an  asylum,  to  be  established  under  the  auspices  of  the  ^^  Sisters  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,"  and  we  are  confident  that  if  you  will  lend  your 
sympathy  and  aid,  so  far  as  may  be  lawful,  the  philanthropy  of  our 
people  will  second  your  efforts,  and  the  work  can  soon  be  accom- 
plished. 

In  the  midst  of  war,  wherever  its  cruelties,  have  called  upon  the 
patriot  to  suffer  and  die,  there  have  the  Sisters  of  Charity  been 'with 
their  blessings  and  consolations,  to  minister  to  afliicted  humanity  and 
to  shed  a  lustre  on  the  religion  of  our  blessed  Lord.  With  a  like 
spirit,  though  it  may  be  thought  in  a  humbler  sphere,  the  '^  Sisters  of 
the  Good  Shepherd"  follow  the  example  of  our  Saviour,  in  their 
efi'orts  to  raise  and  bless  the  unfortunate,  and  we  commend  them 
and  their  work  to  the  sympathy  of  all  who  Ic^ve  their  race.

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  27th  day  of  July,  1863, 
by  and  between  James  Stewart,  of  the  County  of  Marion,  Hnd  State 
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of  Indiana,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  of  the  second  part: 

Witnesseth,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  does  covenant  and 
agree  to  grade  and  gravel  the  alley  running  east  and  west  through 
square  68,  at  29  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  grading,  and  99  cents  per 
cubic  yard  for  graveling;  the  above  amount  to  be  collected  by  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  at  his  own  expense,  from  the  owners  of  pro- 
perty bordering  on  said  improvements,  according  to  their  respective 
number  of  feet,  and  from  the  Common  Council  for  the  crossings  of 
streets  and  alleys  in  corporation  orders,  or  city  bonds,  running  two 
years,  payable  with  six  per  cent,  interest,  but  payment  thereof  to  be 
withheld  so  long  as  any  sums  remain  unpaid  to  laborers  employed  by 
the  contractor  in  prosecution  of  said  improvements.  It  is  also  un- 
derstood that  no  assignment  of  this  contract  shall  be  made  to  any 
other  party  without  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council.  The  party 
of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  perform  the  work  in  accordance 
with  the  following  specifications,  viz:  The  whole  width  of  the  aboie 
named  alley  to  be  properly  graded  according  to  stakes  to  be  set  by 
the  Civil  Engineer,  and  15  feet  in  width  of  center  of  said  alley  to  be 
graveled  with  good  river  gravel  15  inches  in  depth  in  center,  sloping 
to  5  inches  at  either  edge.  The  sidewalks  to  be  also  graveled  with 
the  same  quality  of  gravel  to  the  depth  of  6  inches. 

The  contractor  to  supply  all  the  dirt  required  for  the  proper  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  or,  if  a  surplus,  to  remove  the  same  to  some 
street  or  alley  not  exceeding  a  distance  of  half  a  mile,  and  there 
spread  the  same  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Civil  Engineer.

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  erection  and  management  of  a 
House  of  Refuge  and  Reform  for  abandoned  females,  and  females 
given  to  intoxication. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  appropriated  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Refuge  and  re- 
form for  abandoned  females,  both  prostitutes  and  those  given  to 
intoxication;  the  same  to  be  erected  under  the  superintendence  of  a 
committee  composed  of  the  building  committee  and  the  Mayor,  and 
upon  any  suitable  ground  which  may  be  donated  for  such  purpose, 
and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  ordered  to  issue  city  orders  to  such  com- 
mittee for  such  sum,  and  at  such  times  as  the  same  may  be  required 
by  said  committee. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  committee  to  report  to  the 
Council  when  said  building  is  ready  for  occupancy,  and  upon  such 
report  being  made,  the  Council  shall  immediately  thereafter  elect  three 
members  of  the  Council  as  Trustees,  who,  in  connection  with  the 
Mayor,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Control  of  such  House  of  Refuge, 
and  shall  manage  and  superintend  the  same,  under  such  rules  as  the 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.

The  Council  shall  have,  at  all  times,  the  right  of  visitation 
and  inspection,  and  shall  have  full  and  complete  control  to  direct 
such  management  by  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe  for 
the  guidance  of  such  Trustees. 

Sec.  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

Indianapolis,  August  24, 1863. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Co?nmon  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  recommendation  made  by  the 
late  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  Joseph  W.  Davis,  to  procuring  a  steam 
pump  for  filling  cisterns,  to  fill  the  cisterns  with  the  fire  engines  is  a 
very  dangerous  procedure,  the  water  being  at  so  great  a  distance,  it 
will,  at  most  all  times,  throw  two  engines  out  of  service ;  a  fire 
breaking  out  at  that  time,  would  cause  a  delay  of  from  twenty  to 
forty  minutes. 

I  would  recommend  that  you  would  allow  the  purchase  of  a  boiler 
to  supply  said  pump  with  steam  instead  of  using  one  of  the  fire 
engines,  so  that  it  may  be  set  to  work  independent  of  any  of  the  fire 
apparatus.  To  fill  one  of  the  larger  sized  cisterns  will  require  two 
men  from  six  to  eight  days,  at  |1  50  per  day,  will  be  from  S18  00  to 
$24  00  expense,  besides,  it  will  require  too  long  a  time;  it  is  supposed 
that  a  steam  pump  will  fill  one  in  less  than  one-half  of  that  time.  I 
would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  large  number  of  houses  built 
in  the  suburbs  of  the  city,  a  great  many  of  them  we  could  not  give 
any  protection  on  account  of  there  not  being  any  water  near.  I 
would  state,  thirdly,  in  my  opinion,  more  urgent  measures  ought  to 
be  adopted  to  complete  the  cisterns  contracted  for  last  year;  the 
contractor  reported  the  one  on  the  corner  of  Illinois  and  St.  Clair 
streets  as  ready  to  receive  the  water,  it  was  accordingly  filled,  but 
the  next  day  over  two-thirds  had  leaked  out;  and  unless  the  contrac- 
tor is  compelled,  they  will  not  be  completed  this  season.  Below  you

The  following  is  the  quarterly  report  of  the  Market  Master  for  the 
quarter  commencing  May  12,  and  ending  August  12,  1863. 

The  markets  held  at  the  West  Market  House,  are  not  as  numer- 
ously attended,  either  by  producers  or  consumers,  as  might  be  de- 
sired, but  have  been  attended  with  larger  supplies  during  the  last 
four  weeks  than  previous  to  that  time,  and  might  be  still  further  in- 
creased by  due  attention. 

The  products  brought  to  that  market  have  met  with  a  ready  sale, 
and  have  been  of  good  quality;  the  Market  House  is  in  good  condi- 
tion; it  might  be  advisable  to  make  some  improvements  on  the  Mar- 
ket Space,  similar  to  those  in  the  East  Market  Space. 

The  markets  held  at  the  East  Market  House  have  been  largely  at- 
tended by  both  producers  and  consumers ;  the  products  offered  for 
sale  have  been  of  good  quality,  met  with  a  ready  sale  and  remuner- 
ating prices. 

Since  the  improvements  on  the  East  Market  Space  have  been  made, 
more  than  double  the  space  is  afforded  to  sellers  and  buyers,  thereby 
avoiding  the  unpleasant  crowding  and  jostling  so  annoying  to  all  at- 
tending that  market  previous  to  the  improvements  being  made,  which 
meets  with  general  approbation. 

The  enclosure  of  the  Market  Space  has  been  repaired  and  extend- 
ed along  the  entire  north  side;  all  teams,  except  market  teams,  are 
prohibited  from  feeding  within  the  enclosure. 

The  market  ordinances  have  been  very  well  observed;  there  has 
been  but  one  arrest  for  violating  the  same  during  the  quarter. 
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There  lias  been  three  inside  stalls  sold  during  the  quarter,  to-wit: 
stall  No.  26,  in  the  East,  and  No.  22,  in  the  West,  to  John  Uhl,  from 
July  1st,  1863,  to  May  1st,  1864,  for  twenty-two  dollars.

CONTRACT  AND  BOND  OF  COX,  LORD  &  PECK. 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  31st  day  of  August, 
1863,  by  and  between  Messrs.  Cox,  Lord  &  Peck  of  the  county  of 
Marion,  and  State  of  Indiana,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Common 
Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  of  the  second  part. 

WitnesseiJi,  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  does  covenant 
and  agree  to  furnish  and  erect  lamp  posts,  lamps  and  fixtures  on  Me- 
ridian street,  between  North  street  and  Donation  line  north,  at  (33) 
thirty-three  dollars  per  lamp,  said  amount  to  be  collected  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  at  their  own  expense,  from  the  owners  of  property 
bordering  on  said  improvement,  according  to  their  respective  number 
of  feet,  and  from  the  Common  Council  for  the  crossings  of  streets 
and  alleys,  in  corporation  orders  or  city  bonds  running  two  years, 
payable  with  6  per  cent,  interest;  but  payment  thereof  to  be  with- 
held so  long  as  any  sums  remain  unpaid  to  laborers  employed  by  the 
contractor  in  prosecution  of  said  improvement.  It  is  also  understood 
that  no  assignment  of  this  contract  shall  be  made  to  any  other  party 
"without  the  consent  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  to  execute  the  work  ac- 
cording to  the  following  specifications,  viz :  The  excavations  for  the 
reception  of  the  pipes  to  be  of  suflicient  depth  and  breadth,  and  after 
placing  in  the  pipes  the  earth  to  be  properly  filled  in  and  leveled  off 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Street  Commissioner.  The  sizes  of  the 
pipes  underground  to  be  f  inch  in  the  clear,  the  pipes  at  the  foot  of 
posts  at  bend  to  be  1  in  clear,  and  the  upright  pipe  f  inch  at  the 
bottom,  tapering  to  J-  inch  at  the  top.  The  lamps  to  be  the  same  as 
one  in  front  of  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  as  regards  construction,  weight 
and  height.  The  lantern  to  be  the  same  as  sample  or  pattern  pro- 
vided by  the  Council,  corresponding  in  every  particular.  AH  the 
work  throughout  to  be  done  in  a  thorough  workmanlike  manner.  It 
is  further  understood  that  the  contractors  employ  the  Gas  Company 
to  tap  the  mains  and  compensate  them  for  so  doing. 

To  be  finished  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1863,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Civil  Engineer,  and  should  said  work  not 
be  finished  by  the  time  specified,  and  according  to  the  above  specifi-

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of  the  alley 
running  east  and  west  through  square  77,  between  Pennsylvania 
street  and  the  first  alley  west  of  Delaware-  street,  running  north 
and  south  through  said  square. 

The  ordinance  was  read  the  first  time,  and,  on  motion,  was  #ead  a 
second  time  by  its  title. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jameson,  Chairman  Committee  on  Revision  of 
Ordinances,  the  following  ordinance  was  taken  from  the  table : 
An  Ordinance  to  establish  public  stands  for  licensed  public  Hacks, 
Carriages,  Express  Wagons  or  other  vehicles  kept  or  used  for  the 
purpose  of  transporting  passengers,  freight  or  other  articles,  to 
and  from  points  within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  for  pay  and  hire, 
and  to  regulate  the  licensing  of  such  vehicles,  and  the  amount  to 
be  charged  by  the  owners  thereof  for  transporting  passengers  and 
their  baggage,  and'  prohibiting  minors  from  driving  any  such  vehi- 
cle, unless  specially  p-ermitted. 

Section  1 .  Be  if  ordained  hy  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner  or  driver  of 
any  licensed  public  hack,  carriage,  express  wagon  or  other  vehicle, 
kept  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passengers,  freight  or 
other  articles  to  or  from  any  point  v^ithin  the  city  of  Indianapolis  for 
hire  or  pay,  to  stand  the  same  on  any  part  of  Washington  street,  nor 
upon  such  portions  of  any  other  street  or  avenue  lying  within  forty 
feet  of  the  corner  of  any  street  or  avenue,  or  within  twenty  feet  of 
the  corner  of  any  alley ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  owner  of  such 
vehicle  to  stand  the  same  at  any  point  or  any  street  or  avenue  at  a 
greater  distance  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  curbing  of  any  sidewalk, 
than  twelve  feet :  Provided,  however,  That  this  section  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  any  person  while  temporarily  discharging  passengers,  freight 
or  other  articles,  at  places  on  any  street  or  avenue  within  the  city  of 
Indianapolis. 
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Sec.  2.  That  all  parts  of  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
not  excepted  by  the  provisions  «f  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  stands  for  all  licensed  public  hacks, 
carriages,  express  wagons,  or  other  vehicles  kept  for  the  purposes  re- 
cited in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance.  Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  be- 
fore the  Mayor,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars, 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  owner  of  every  public  hack,  carriage,  express 
wagon,  or  other  vehicle  kept  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passen- 
gers, freight  or  other  articles  to  and  from  points  within  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  for  hire  or  pay,  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to  use  the 
same  for  such  purpose,  shall  first  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  City 
Clerk,  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  City  Treasurer,  the  following  sums, 
to-wit : 

Two  horse  hacks,  carriages  or  other  vehicles  for  passengers,  fifteen 
dollars. 

One  horse  carriage,  or  other  vehicle  for  passengers,  ten  dollars. 

Express  wagons,  ten  dollars. 

Drays,  five  dollars. 

As  an  annual  license  fee  for  the  privilege  of  keeping  and  using 
such  vehicle  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  this  ordinance:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  owners  of  livery  stables,  except  when  hacks,  carriages,  or 
other  vehicles  are  hired  out  by  such  owners,  with  drivers  accompany- 
ing the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Every  applicant  for  such  license  shall,  before  receiving  a 
license  certificate,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  written  statement  desig- 
nating his  or  her  name  and  residence,  and  the  kind  of  vehicle  in- 
tended so  to  be  used. 

Sec.  5.  The  City  Clerk  on  receipt  of  such  statement  shall  regis- 
ter the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  preserve  such 
statement  on  file,  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  designate  the  number 
to  be  afiixed  to  such  vehicle,  proceeding  upwards  from  No.  one,  and 
issue  a  certificate  of  license  therefor,  which  certificate  shall  state, 
that  such  license  will  expire  by  limitation  in  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof,  unless  renewed  or  forfeited:  Provided,  That  no  such  license 
shall  be  issued  to  any  person  not  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  drive 
or  control  any  public  hack,  carriage,  express  wagon,  or  other  vehicle 
used  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passengers  to  and  from  points 
within  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  unless  he  shall  have  obtained  written 
permission  to  do  so  from  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  which 
permission  the  said  Mayor  may  at  any  time  revoke,  and  any  person 
under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  who  shall  drive  or  control,  or 
attempt  to  drive  or  control  any  such  public  hack,  carriage,  express 
wagon,  or  other  vehicle  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  as 
aforesaid,  without  having  obtained  such  permission  so  to  do  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
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Sec.  7.  Each  applicant  for  a  license  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  over 
to  the  City  Clerk,  at  the  time  of  receiving  his  certificate  of  license, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  as  the  Clei-k's  fee  for  each  certificate  so 
issued,  or  the  renewal  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  Any  other  vehicle  than  the  one  licensed  of  the  same  gen- 
eral description  may  be  substituted  for  any  licensed  vehicle;  but  be- 
fore it  shall  be  lawful  to  use  the  substituted  vehicle,  the  person  who 
holds  said  license,  being  the  original  party,  shall  notify  the  City 
Clerk  of  such  substitution,  and  he  shall  register  the  same  in  the  reg- 
ister of  licensed  vehicles,  for  which  he  shall  receive,  from  the  proper 
party,  twenty-five  cents.  The  number  of  the  licensed  vehicle  shall  be 
attached  to  the  substituted  vehicle.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  Each  change  of  residence  of  the  owner  of  any  licensed 
vehicle  shall  be  notified  by  him  to  the  City  Clerk  within  two  days 
thereafter,  who  shall  make  a  corresponding  entry  upon  the  Register 
of  Vehicles,  file  such  notice  in  his  office,  and  indorse  upon  the  original 
certificate  of  license  the  change  of  place  reported,  and  the  date  of 
registering  the  same,  attesting  such  endorsement  with  his  signature, 
for  which  he  shall  pay  the  clerk  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  And  for 
failure  to  do  so  his  license  shall  be  considered  void,  until  he  shall  give 
such  notice  to  the  City  Clerk. 

Sec.  10.  Every  person  engaged  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  in  transporting  passengers  or  baggage,  may  charge  and 
receive  for  such  services  the  following  compensation  and  no  more. 

For  each  passenger,  with  his  or  her  baggage,  if  such  baggage  does 
not  exceed  one  trunk,  its  weight  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds, 
whenever  transported  to  or  from  any  point  within  the  city,  between 
the  hours  of  7  o'clock  A.  M.  and  7  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents. 

For  the  like  service  betwen  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  P.  M.  and  7 
o'clock  A.  M.,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

For  each  additional  trunk,  for  each  passenger,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  cents. 

For  each  fifty  pounds,  or  the  fraction  thereof  over  one  hundred 
pounds  of  every  trunk,  or  box,  or  package,  of  each  passenger,  the  ad- 
ditional sum  of  twenty-five  cents. 

For  each  hour  any  vehicle  is  employed  transporting  passengers  to 
and  from  any  point  within  the  city,  one  dollar  may  be  charged. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
for  each  offence,  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  shall  be  fined  in 
any  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  And 
should  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  licensed  vehicle,  upon  the  fees 
herein  prescribed  being  tendered,  refuse  to  render  any  of  the  services 
herein  specified,  unless  upon  good  cause  shown,  upon  conviction  be- 
fore the  Mayor,  the  license  of  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  shall  be  re- 
voked, and  shall  henceforth  be  null  and  void,  and  no  license  shall 
issue  to  such  person  for  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of 
such  judgment  of  revocation. 
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Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the  ownership  of, 
or  in  the  managing,  controling  or  driving  any  public  vehicle  kept  for 
transporting  passengers  or  freight  to  or  from  any  point  within  the  city 
of  Indianapolis,  for  hire  and  pay,  without  such  vehicle  being  first  reg- 
ularly licensed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  on 
conviction  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  fifteen  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars ;  and  any  owner  of 
any  public  vehicle  who  shall  fail  and  neglect  to  have  placed  upon 
the  vehicle  licensed,  the  number  mentioned  in  his  certificate  of 
license,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
nut  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

That,  if  a  charter  is  granted  to  them  for  that  purpose,  they  will 
agree  to  construct  two  (2)  miles  of  said  road  by  the  fonrth  (4th) 
day  of  July,  1864,  and  one  additional  mile  during  tlie  year  1864, 
.making  three  miles  of  road  during  the  year  1864. 

That  they  will  agree  to  construct  at  least  one  mile  of  said  road 
daring  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  up  to  and  including  tlie 
year  1870. 

The  said  company  would  further  say  that  they  may  construct 
said  road  much  more  rapidly  than  above  proposed,  and  continue 
the  construction  of  the  same  after  1870  more  rapidly  than  they 
pledge  themselves  to  do  before  that  time ;  but  taking  into  view 
the  very  unsettled  state  of  finances,  and  the  great  uncertainty  of 
the  future  at  the  close  of  the  present  rebellion,  they  do  not  feel 
warranted  in  making  pledges  to  the  City  more  favorable  than 
above  given. 

They  believe  that  the  length  of  road  to  be  constructed  and  the 
number  of  lines  built,  beyond  what  they  have  herein  proposed, 
must  depend,  to  a  great  extent,  upon  the  future  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  this  city.  That  growth  no  one  can  foretell,  and  the  best 
guarantee  to  the  city  for  the  construction  '  of  road  as  rapidly  as 
public  interest  may  require  it,  is  contained  in  the  charter  now  be- 
fore the  Council,  which  will  enable  your  honorable  body  to  force 
the  construction  of  the  road  at  your  pleasure,  or  compel  the  com- 
pany to  give  way  to  competing  organizations.

To  the  31ayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  undersigned,  President  of  the  "Indianapolis  Street  Rail- 
road Company,"  begs  leave  to  represent  to  your  honorable  body 
that  the  company  he  represents  has  no  desire  to  appear  before  the 
Council  and  enter  into  competition  with  other  parties,  of  whose 
responsibility  they  know  nothina^,  or  to  offer  anything  in  the 
shape  of  a  bonus  to  induce  the  Council  to  grant  them  a  charter  to 
construct  and  operate  Street  Railroads.  When  they  petitioned 
the  Council  on  this  subject,  they  expected  that  the  Council  would 
exercise  its  own  judgment  in  passing  an  ordinance,  and  hoping 
that  it  would  take  every  caution  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
city  by  adopting  wholesome  restrictions  as  to  the  occupancy  and 
use  of  its  streets,  &c.  If,  in  so  doing,  the  Council  passed  an  or- 
dinance which  the  "  Indianapolis  Street  Railroad  Company"  could 
not  accept,  they  would  immediately  notify  the  Council  of  tliat 
fact,  and  let  it  take  such  action  as  it  might  think  best. 
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WJiilo  they  decliue  to  enter  into  the  coiupetitioii  abuve  iiieu- 
lioiied,  for  the  reasons  stated,  they  desire  to  say  that  tliey  will 
accept  tlie  Cliarter  as  it  now  stands,  though  some  of  the  late  amend- 
ments are  not  altogether  unobjectionable. 

They  desire  further  to  say,  that  they  have  organized  ih\« 
company  with  a  view  of  furnishing,  as  fast  as  they  can  l>c 
supplied,  facilities  to  the  people  of  Indianapolis  to  ride  upon ' 
one  of  tlie  best  constructed  roads  and  in  the  best  cars  in  the

An  Ordinance  preventing  Fi'auds  in  the  Sale  of  Wood,  and  pro- 
viding for  A\^ood  Measurei's. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  btj  the  Common  Council  of  the  Citij  of 
Indianapolis^  Tliat  any  ])erson  selling  wood,  or  offering  wood  for 
sale  within  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  who  shall  knowingly  make 
any  false  re})resentations,  as  to  the  quantity  of  Avood  contained 
in  any  load  offered  for  sale,  with  intent  to  defraud  any  person 
who  may  purchase  the  same,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  so  con- 
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striK't  any  load  of  wood  which  may  be  exposed  for  sale,  as  to 
conceal  therein  inferior  or  unsalable  wood,  and  difterent  from  the 
parts  of  the  load  exposed  to  view,  w^ith  intent  to  defraud  any  person 
who  may  be  the  purchaser  thereof ;  or  who  shall  fraudulently-  resort 
to  any  other  trick  or  artiiice,  by  concealment  or  misrepresentation, 
to  deceive  any  purchaser,  and  thereby  defraud  him  or  her,  either 
as  to  the  quantity  or  quality  of  such  load  of  wood,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  three  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  The  Common  Council  shall,  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  same,  after  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  of  each  year,  elect 
two  Wood  Measurers,  who  shall  hold  their  oflices  for  one  year ; 
one  of  said  Measurers  shall  be  selected  for  that  part  of  the  city 
east  of  the  west  side  of  Pennsylvania  street  and  Madison  Avenue, 
and  one  of  said  Measurers  shall  be  selected  for  that  part  of  the 
city  west  of  said  street  and  avenue. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Wo  )d  Measurers  to  meaure 
a.ccurately  all  loads  of  wood  exposed  for  sale  in  the  city  of  Indian- 
apolis, and  furnish  to  each  owner,  or  person  in  charge  of  such  load, 
a  ticket,  having  inscribed,  legibly  thereon,  the  owner's  name,  the 
date  of  said  measurement,  and  the  number  of  cords  and  cubic 
feet  of  wood  contained  in  the  said  load,  together  wdth  the  signature 
of  one  of  said  Wood  Measurers  ;  and  furthermore  to  report  to  the 
Mayor  or  City  Attorney  any  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  owner  or  person  having  cliarge  of  any  load  ol" 
wood  as  afi)resaid,  shall  sell  the  same  without  previous  measure- 
ment, as  herein  provided,  on  that  part  of  any  street  which  borders 
on  squares  numbered  sixty-three  and  sixty-eight,  in  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis, known  respectively  as  the  State  House  and  Court  House 
Squares,  or  at  any  other  place  whichmay  hereafter  be  designated 
by  the  Common  Council  as  a  wood  market;  or  if  said  owner  or 
other  person  shall,  in  any  way,  obstruct,  hinder  or  prevent,  by  inti- 
midation, or  otherwise,  said  AV'ood  Measurers,  or  either  of  them,  in 
the  performance  of  their  or  his  duties,  the  said  owner  or  other 
person  so  oflending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor, 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars. 

Sec.  5.  Any  Wood  Measurer,  elected  under  this  ordinance, 
wdio  shall  furnish  the  owner  or  other  person  having  charge  of 
any  load  of  wood,  with  a  ticket  as  aforesaid,  Avhich  shall  indicate 
a  greater  number  of  cubic  feet,  or  cords  of  wood,  than  are  actually 
contained  in  said  load,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  i/or  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Wood  Measurers  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  from, 
the  owner  or  other  person  having  charge  of  each  load  of  wood, 
for  services  rendered  in  measuring  the  same,  as  aforesaid,  the  sum 
of  five  cents,  when  said  service  is  rendered  at  any  time  after  the 
first  day  of  October,  and  before  the  first  day  of  April ;  and  the 
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sum  of  ten  cents  wlieu  said  service  is  rendered  at  any  time  af- 
ter the  iirst  day  of  April,  and  before  the  first  day  of  October. 

Sec.  7.  At  the  first  reguhir  meeting  of  the  Common  Council 
after  tlie  passage  of  this  ordinance,  two  city  Wood  Measurers 
shall  be  elected,  as  provided  in  the  second  section  of  the  same, 
to  serve  until  the  next  annual  election  thereafter.  All  vacancies 
at  anytime  occurring  in  said  offices  of  City  Wood  Measurers 
shall  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage and  publication  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Indiana 
AV^eekly  State  Journal.

Mr.  President — The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom 
was  referred  sundry  bids  for  cleaning  bouldered  streets  and  alleys, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

1st.  That  they  find  Andrew  Stewart  to  be  the  lowest  bidder, 
his  bid  being  at  the  rate  of  $29  per  square  for  streets,  and  $18  per 
square  for  alleys.  We  do  not,  however,  recommend  that  a  con- 
tract be  awarded. 

2nd.  That  the  Street  Commissioner  was  directed  by  the  com- 
mittee to  clean  a  few  squares  of  bouldered  streets,  to  ascertain  if 
the  same  could  not  be  done  for  less  than  the  prices  paid  the  former 
contractor.  He  reports  that  he  can  do,  and  is  doing,  this  work  at 
an  average  cost  to  the  city  of  $20  per  square  for  streets,  and  $12 
per  square  for  alleys. 

We, therefore,  recommend  that  the  system  of  cleaning  bouldered 
streets,  by  contract  be  abandoned,  and  that  the  ordinance  on  that 
subject  be  repealed.

The  proceedings  of  the  special  session,  held  December  4th, 
1863,  were  read  and  approved. 

From  the  Mayor — Communication  : 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  a  matter  which  has 
become  quite  a  serious  nuisance.  There  are  quite  a  number  of 
hitching  posts  for  horses  along  our  streets,  and  the  horses  seem 
to  have  a  monomania  for  standing  on  the  pavement  obstructing 
the  passage,  littering  the  pavement,  and  being  also  dangerous.  I 
presume  we  cannot  well  dispense  with  these  posts  altogether,  but 
they  should  be  so  constructed  as  to  keep  the  horses  oft*  the  pave- 
ment. 

It  might  be  done,  perhaps,  by  placing  two  posts  some  distance 
apart,  and  a  bar  extending  through  and  beyond  them,  so  far  as  to 
prevent  a  horse  passing  around.  If  a  single  post,  the  bar  should 
extend  beyond  each  side  forming  a  T.  This  bar  should  be  of  iron, 
as  one  of  wood  would  soon  be  gnawed  and  bitten,  and  look  un- 
sightly.   Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  some  committee  to  take 
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the  matter  under  advisement,  as  they  could,  no  doubt,  suggest 
some  better  plan  than  that  herein  suggested. 

In  my  Message  read  before  you  on  the  12th  of  May  last,  was 
the  following ; 

"  Many  of  our  ordinances  are  frequently  violated  by  persona 
from  the  country,  ignorantly  and  innocently,  and  often  by  poor 
persons  and  young  boys ;  such  violations,  for  instance,  as  driving 
over  sidewalks,  fastening  to  trees  and  lamp  posts.  These  parties 
are  arrested  and  brought  before  the  Mayor,  and  being  found  guilty, 
the  Mayor  is  obliged  to  inflict  the  penalty.  The  Council  ordain 
the  ordinances,  and  it  is  made  the  Mayor's  duty  to  enforce  them, 
although  it  often  seems  a  hardship  to  do  so,  and  irritating  our 
customers,  and  those  to  whom  we  desire  to  offer  inducements  to 
visit  our  city.  I  would  recommend  that  sign  boards  be  posted 
just  outside  the  city,  on  each  road  leading  into  it,  having  painted 
on  them  a  statement  of  such  offences  as  are  most  liable  to  be  com- 
mitted, together  with  the  penalty.  These  violations  are  seldom 
committed  wilfully  by  country  people ;  and  while  these  ordinances 
are  necessary,  and  violations  cannot  be  permitted,  every  means 
should  be  employed  to  inform  the  public,  and  save  them,  as  far  as 
possible,  from  the  expense,  annoyance,  and  often  mortification, 
brought  upon  them  without  the  slightest  evil  intent  upon  their 
part.  There  are,  too,  points  in  the  city  at  which  crossing  the  side- 
walk has  been  so  frequent  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a 
thoroughfare,  and  persons  mistaking  it  for  such,  innocently  drive 
over  them,  and  are  fined.  It  would  be  well  to  place  some  kind 
of  finger  board  at  such  points,  until  disuse  would  obliterate  the 
appearance  of  a  street,  and  thus  be  the  means  of  protecting  per- 
sons from  penalties  for  offences  unwittingly  committed." 

I  now  wish  to  call  your  attention  further  to  this  subject.  The 
ordinance  prohibits  riding  or  driving  over  a  sidewalk,  and  affixes 
a  penalty  therefor.  Perhaps  two  in  three  of  such  violations  are 
committed  by  persons  from  the  country,  and  who  are  ignorant  of 
the  ordinance.  That  ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  excuse  for  its 
violation,  is  a  well  settled  principle. 

Your  ordinance  regulating  the  police  force,  requires  each  police- 
man to  take  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  that  they  will  "  discharge  faithfully  all 
their  official  duties."  This  Council  prescribes  such  official  duties, 
amongst  others,  "  such  watchmen  during  their  hours  of  service, 
shall  arrest,  with  or  without  process,  and  bring  before 
the  Mayor  of  said  city  any  person  discovered  or  caught  in  the  act 
of  violating  any  ordinance  of  said  city."  The  rules  established  by 
the  Police  Board  requires  the  same. 

The  Charter  requires  the  Mayor  to  take  an  oath  of  office ;  and 
then  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  see  that 
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the  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  be  faithfully  executed  within  such  city. 

It  further  provides,  that  "  the  same  rules  of  pleading  and  prac- 
tice shall  be  observed  in  the  Mayor's  Court  that  are  in  District 
Courts." 

If,  then,  a  policemen  sees  a  violation  of  an  ordinance,  it  is  hia 
duty  to  arrest  the  offender,  and  bring  him  before  the  Mayor,  and 
the  Mayor,  on  conviction  of  the  guilt,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  oblig- 
ed to  line.  It  is  not,  then,  for  a  policeman  to  decide  that  the  law 
is  improper  or  inexpedient,  and  that  he  will  not  enforce  it,  nor 
can  the  Mayor,  Their  inquiries  are.  What  is  the  law,  and  has  it 
been  violated  ?  Many  persons  have  loose  notions,  that  the  oflS-cers 
should  overlook  such  violations,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
you,  whose  right  and  duty  it  is,  have  ordained  these  ordinances, 
and  that  we  are  sworn  simply  to  execute  them.  When  you 
ordain  laws,  you  do  not  expect  a  policeman  or  the  Mayor  to  nul- 
lify them  at  their  will  and  pleasure  ;  to  make  and  unmake  at  will ; 
to  put  their  veto  upon  them,  in  practical  effect,  by  refusing  to  ex- 
ecute them.  When  you  are  about  ordaining  an  ordinance,  do  you 
stop  to  inquire,  "  Will  this  suit  the  tastes  of  the  Police,  or  the 
Mayor,  and  will  they  execute  it  or  not."  Of  course  not.  You 
expect  us  to  execute  them  faithfully  according  to  our  oath,  with- 
out deciding  upon  their  wisdom  or  not.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
dangerous  principle  for  executive  or  ministerial  officers  to  usurp 
the  prerogatives  of  the  legislative.  If  permitted,  we  do  not  know 
by  what  law  we  are  governed — whether  by  the  written  laws  of 
the  land,  or  the  whims  of  the  Mayor,  or  the  fancies  of  a  policeman. 
It  is  better,  then,  to  faithfully  execute  a  bad  law,  because  you 
have  a  remedy  by  repealing  it ;  but  once  tolerate  the  principle, 
that  mere  executive  or  ministerial  officers  may  substitute  their 
notions  of  what  the  law  ought  to  be  for  what  it  is,  and  the  very 
first  principle  of  government  has  been  sapped. 

The  Mayor  has  discretion  to  regulate  the  amount  of  the  fine, 
in  view  of  the  circumstances,  and  the  lowest  fine  is  inflicted ;  but 
still  it  is  irritating  to  persons  from  the  country,  and  they  regard 
it  as  very  illiberal,  and  go  away  with  unkind  feelings  towards  the 
city,  and  its  officers. 

Recently,  a  brick  pavement  was  laid  west  of  Masonic  Hall. 
The  side  walk,  until  then,  had  been  unimproved,  and  farmers 
were  in  the  habit  of  driving  into  the  vacant  lot  to  feed,  and  after 
the  pavement  was  laid,  it  was  covered  with  sand.  Quite  a  num- 
ber have  driven  over  and  been  fined.  I  have  urged  the  removal 
of  the  sand,  but  am  informed  it  is  necessary  to  remain  for  a  time. 
I  have  solicited  the  Street  Commissioner  to  drive  stakes  at  inter- 
rals  on  the  outside,  and  nail  strips  on  top  from  one  to  the  other, 
which  he  promised  to  do,  but  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  labor 
he  has  to  perform,  he  has,  as  yet,  not  been  able  to  do  the  work. 

It  has  been  charged,  that  some  of  the  Police  permit  persons  to 
drive  over  when  they  could  prevent  it,  and  then  arrest  for  the 
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sake  of  the  fee.  I  can  hardly  think  this  is  so ;  for  I  have  charged 
them  strictly  to  prevent  it  in  all  cases  when  possible,  and  they 
assert  that  they  do,  and  in  frequent  instances  w^hen  I  have  sug- 
gested to  them  to  remit  their  fees,  they  have  always  done  so  cheer- 
fully. In  all  cases,  when  it  would  seem  to  distress  the  defendant. 
I  remit  my  own  fees,  and  the  City  Attorney,  Marshal  and  Police- 
men do  the  same.  They  have  repeatedly  proposed  to  do  so,  before 
I  would  request  it,  and  in  no  instance  when  I  have  so  requested, 
have  they  refused,  but  always  did  so  with  a  willingness  that  went 
far  to  convince  me  that  they  were  actuated  only  by  a  sense  of 
duty. 

Your  ordinance  declares  that  a  party  driving  over  a  sidewalk 
shall  be  punished.  You  appoint  policemen  to  see  to  it  that  offen- 
ders against  these  ordinances  are  brought  to  this  punishment.  He 
is  sworn  to  do  this.  He  sees  an  individual  drive  over  a  sidewalk ; 
a  farmer,  perhaps.  Your  ordinance  makes  no  exception,  nor  can 
the  policeman.  The  offender  is  brought  before  the  Mayor.  There 
is  the  ordinance  for  his  government,  and  the  fact  of  the  violation 
is  proven,  or  admitted.  Many  persons  think  the  Mayor  ought  to 
acquit  on  the  ground  that  the  offender  was  ignorant  of  the  law,  or 
that  but  little  harm  was  done  ;  but  how  can  the  Mayor,  a  sworn 
officer,  decide  that  the  defendant  is  not  guilty,  when  it  is  plainly 
proven  that  he  is,  or  when  he  admits  it.  It  is  not,  then,  for  offi- 
cers to  evade  their  duty,  however  unpleasant  it  may  be.  The 
remedy,  if  there  is  any,  is  with  you.  It  is  true,  that  on  the  other 
hand,  complaints  are  made  that  this  ordinance  is  not  more  rigidly 
enforced.  Parties  claim  that  they  have  been  to  great  expense  to 
make  these  improvements,  and  they  demand  of  the  city  to  protect 
them. 

I  am  free  to  confess,  that  in  what  manner  we  can  combine  pro- 
per protection  to  our  pavements,  and  at  the  same  time  protect 
farmers  and  persons  from  the  country,  and  those  ignorant  of  our 
ordinances,  from  penalties,  is  a  matter  of  no  little  difficulty,  and 
which  I  am  not  prepared  to  suggest  a  remedy.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  take  this  matter  under  advisement,  and 
determine  whether  or  not  we  can  repeal  the  ordinance,  so  far  as  it 
applies  to  graveled  sidewalks ;  and  if  not,  to  devise  some  other 
plan  to  obviate  the  difficulty.

Gentlemen : — At  a  meeting  of  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  "Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  of  Indianapolis,''  this  day 
held,  it  was  determined  that  if  your  honorable  body  will  substi- 
tute for  section  14,  of  the  ordinance  no'vv  before  you,  the  section 
hereto  attached,  and  will  pass  said  ordinance  after  amending  sec- 
tion No.  1  so  as  to  give  the  rights  conferred  in  said  ordinance  to 
this  company,  they  will  procure,  within  twenty  days  from  the 
passage  of  said  ordinance,  such  signatures  to  the  bond  hereto  at- 
tached as  will  be  entirely  acceptable  to  your  body.  They  will 
accept  said  ordinance  and  proceed  at  once  with  the  construction 
of  said  road.

Railroad  Company  of  Indianapolis,"  and  their  successors  to  lay  a 
single  or  double  track  for  passenger  railway  lines,  with  all  neces- 
sary and  convenient  tracks  for  turn  outs,  side  tracks  and  switches, 
in,  upon  and  along  the  course  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city 
of  Indi-anapolis,  hereinafter  named,  and  to  keep,  maintain,  use  and 
operate  thereon  railway  cars  and  carriages,  in  the  manner,  and 
for  the  time  and  upon  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  U.

The  Indianapolis  Street  Railroad  Company,  would  respectfully 
represent  to  your  honorable  body,  that  they  have  had  under  con- 
sideration the  ordinance  granting  them  the  right  of  way,  &c.,  by 
your  honors,  and  they  feel  that  they  have  given  it  that  mature 
consideration  which  its  importance  demands.  Its  importance  is 
two  fold;  first,  as  a  franchise  to  the  Company ;  and,  second,  it  is 
important  to  them  as  owners  of  a  large  amount  of  city  property. 

It  would  not  be  expected  of  them,  as  safe  bnsiness  men,  that 
they  should  commence  an  enterprise  involving  so  large  an  out 
lay  of  money,  without  first  carefully  looking  into  the  ordinance 
granting  them  the  right  of  way  ;  it  needs  no  argument  to  show 
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that  if,  ill  our  judgment,  the  franchise  was,  with  the  condition 
w^hich  you  have  seen  proper  to  connect  with  it,  vahiable  to  us  in 
themselves,  that  we  would  readily  accept  them ;  for,  if  so,  the 
other  object  of  increasing  the  value  of  our  city  property  would 
certainly  appeal  to  our  pockets  s  i  ccessfully.  It  requires  us  to 
fully  complete  four  miles  of  road  by  the  4th  day  of  July,  1864, 
and  two  miles  additional  by  the  4th  day  of  July,  1865,  and  two 
additional  miles  by  the  25th  day  of  December,  1866.  A  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  by  the  Company  to  visit  other  cities  to  as- 
certain such  facts,  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  roads,  as 
v/ould  enable  the  Company  to  properly  determine  whether  they 
could  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  granted. 
This  Committee  find  that  they  could  not  contract  with  any  Com- 
pany or  person,  whose  ability  to  comply  with  their  engagement 
was  unquestioned,  to  supply  suitable  cars  in  time  to  insure  the 
completion  of  the  lirst  four  miles  of  road  within  the  time  required, 
Kor  could  they  make  definite  engagements  for  the  requisite 
amount  of  iron  rail.  This  results  principally  from  the  disturbed 
state  of  the  country,  and  consequent  scarcity  of  labor. 

The  conditions  of  the  ordinance  forfeit  all  our  rights,  as  also  the 
labor  and  material,  which  may  have  been  expended  by  a  failure 
on  our  part  co  build  the  road  within  the  time  specified,  th  s  alone 
ought  to  determine  our  action,  for  prudent  men  will  see  the  lia- 
bility of  great  loss.  There  are  other  features  of  the  ordinance 
which,  u.pon  careful  investigation  are  found  to  be  much  more 
stringent,  we  think,  than  just.  But  Ave  do  not  deem  it  our  pro- 
vince to  dictate  an  ordinance,  but  simply  to  examine  such  as  you 
proffer,  and  to  accept  or  decline.  In  this  case  we  feel  it  our  duty 
to  ourselves,  as  also  to  the  Council,  respectfully  to  decline  the 
right  of  way  offered  ;  and  leave  it  with  you,  gentlemen,  either  to 
amend  it  in  such  manner  as  your  wisdom  may  advise,  or  grant 
the  franchise  to  such  other  Company  as  may  feel  willing  to  under- 
take what  we  feel  unable  to  perform.

.  *^  In  Gostler  v.  City  of  Georgetown,  6  Wheaton  Rep.  593,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  made  a  similar  decision. 
Chief  Justice  John  Marshall,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court.

Indianapolis,  February  1, 1864. 

Mr.  President — The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
claim  of  Ambrose  F.  Shortridge,  late  City  Treasurer,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  given  the  subject  that  careful  considera- 
tion which  its  importance  demanded,  calling  to  their  assistance, 
for  the  purpose  of  an  investigation  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer's  office,  two  competent  gentlemen  of  integrity. 

The  committee  find  the  books  of  the  Treasurer's  office  to  have 
been  carelessly  kept.  They  now  show  many  erasures  and  inter- 
lineations, exhibiting  such  alterations  that  they  cannot  be  relied 
upon  as  evidence  in  any  suit  that  might  be  instituted  to  recover 
any  real  or  supposed  balance  due  from  or  to  Mr.  Shortridge.  And 
in  this  connection  your  committee  would  say  that,  although  the 
books  of  the  present  Treasurer  are  more  reliable  than  those  of 
his  predecessors, yet  they  are  not  as  perfectly  kept  as  they  should 
be;  and  we  believe  the  city  would  be  much  benefitted  by  the 
creation  of  the  office  of  City  Auditor,  whose  books,  properly 
kept,  would  serve  as  a  check  upon  those  of  the  Treasurer.  As  it 
now  is,  we  have  to  rely  more  upon  the  integrity  of  those  who 
hold  that  important  office  than  a  proper  system  of  checks  and 
balances. 

Your  committee  can  find  nothing  to  warrant  the  claim  that  the 
city  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Shortridge.  When  he  retired  from  officb 
a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  his  official 
books  and  papers,  and  settle  with  him.  That  committee  made  a 
report  to  Council,  which  was  concurred  in,  showing  that  Mr. 
Shortridge  paid  over  to  the  committee  $8,366  15,  as  his  final 
balance,  which  amount  the  committee  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
S.'s  successor  in  office,  and  took  his  receipt  therefor.  This  was, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a  final  settlement,  and  was  for  some 
time  so  regarded  by  Mr.  Shortridge.  lie  cannot,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  now  ask  to  have  that  settlement  set  aside  and 
the  accounts  opened  up  anew.  Could  he  legally  do  so,  we  do 
not  believe  he  has  any  just  claim  against  the  city. 

We  think  it  equally  clear  that  the  action  of  Council,  subsequent 
to  the  final  settlement  alluded  to,  in  ordering  the  books  to  be 
examined  and  suit  brought  against  Mr.  Shortridge  for  an  amount 
ascertained  by  such  examination  to  be  due  from  him,  was  Avholly 
illegal.  That  suit  has  been  dismissed,  and  to  enforce  any  claim 
against  Mr.  Shortridge  a  new  one  would  have  to  be  instituted. 
We  cannot  advise  the  Council  to  do  this,  for  the  reasons  before 
given,  and  for  the  additional  reason  that,  should  Mr,  S.  see  fit  to 
plead  the  statute  of  limitations,  the  city  would  lose  any  suit  that 
might  be  instituted  to  collect  any  supposed  balance  due  from  him, 
which  balance,  in  our  opinion,  could  not  be  definitely  established 
to  the  satisfaction  of  a  jury,  owing  to  the  careless  manner  in  which 
the  books  were  kept. 
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The  committee  did  not  deem  it  any  part  of  their  business  to 
investigate  any  charges  that  might  have  been  made  aft'ecting  the 
character  for  integrity,  of  Mr.  Shortridge  or  Mr.  Daniel  B.  Culley, 
who  was  City  Clerk  during  a  part  of  Mr.  S.'s  term,  (and  who 
was  afterwards  employed  by  the  Council  to  make  an  examination 
of  the  books  of  the  Treasurer's  ofEice.)  But  it  is  due  both  of 
these  gentlemen  to  say  that  we  found  no  evidence,  during  the 
course  of  our  investigation,  to  justify  the  belief  that  either  had 
been  guilty  of  any  attempt  to  defraud  the  city. 

Your  committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  the  subject.

Gentlemen — Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  our  fire-alarm 
bell.  The  bell  at  its  present  place  does  not  give  an  efficient  alarm. 
It  is  very  difficult  to  hear  it  at  any  of  the  engine  houses,  and  in 
windy  or  stormy  weather  it  is  impossible  to  hear  it  at  all,  except 
in  those  localities  where  the  wind  may  drive  the  sound.  The 
reasons  why  this  bell  does  not  operate  better  are,  first,  that  the 
bell  is  not  hung  high  enough  to  carry  the  sound  over  the  build- 
ings; and  second,  it  is  too  far  from  the  look-out  to  be  rung  with 
sufficient  force.  The  bell,  being  off  so  far,  requires  great  leverage 
to  ring  it  at  all,  and  consequently  the  ringing  apparatus  is  liable 
to  break  at  any  time  when  the  bell  is  being  rung.  Although  the 
said  apparatus  is  examined  every  few  days,  and  every  time  it  is 
used,  it  has  nevertheless  given  way  several  times  while  ringing 
within  the  last  six  months. 

I  would  recommend,  if  the  Council  should  not  intend  to  build 
a  look-out  at  some  suitable  place,  that  the  alarm  tower  be  so 
altered  as  to  move  into  the  alley  west  of  this  building,  that  the 
south  portion  of  the  stairway  in  said  alley  be  removed,  that  a 
brick  or  stone  wall  be  built  on  each  side  of  the  alley,  of  sufficient 
bight  to  allow  wagons  to  pass,  and  the  old  frame  be  put  upon  said 
walls.

y^^Mr.  President — The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  appropriating  money  to  pay  bounties  to  such  of  the 
re-enlisted  soldiers  of  the  17th  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers  as 
have  been  credited  to  Indianapolis  upon  their  muster-in  rolls,  and 
to  levy  a  special  tax  to  raise  revenue  to  meet  such  appropriation, 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

The  Legislature  of  1861  passed  an  act  authorizing  incorporated 
cities  to  appropriate  out  of  their  treasuries  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  proper  for  the  protection  and  maintenance  of  the  families 
of  volunteers,  and  "  to  levy  each  year  a  special  tax  upon  all  the 
taxable  property  and  polls  within  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  appropriations  or  the  interest 
thereon."  This  power  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
authorize  a  special  levy  to  be  made  at  any  other  time  than  that 
fixed  by  law  for  making  the  general  levy,  which  is  within  one 
month  after  the  return  of  the  Assessor.  The  act  referred  to  does 
not  authorize  the  issuing  of  bonds  upon  which  to  borrow  money 
to  meet  expenses  incurred  in  protecting  and  maintaining  the 
families  of  volunteers. 

The  act  of  1857,  governing  incor})orated  cities,  provides  that 
*'  loans  may  be  made  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current  and  following  year, 
and  payable  within  that  period;  but  the  aggregate  amount  of 
such  loan  shall  not  exceed  the  levy  and  tax  authorized  by  this 
act  for  municipal  expenses  for  the  same  year."  It  is  also  pro- 
vided that  "  no  incorporated  city,  under  this  act,  shall  have  pow- 
er to  borrow  money  except  in  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
expressly  granted,  unless  three-fourths  of  the  resident  tax-payers 
shall  petition  the  Common  Council  to  contract  such  debt  or 
loan,"  and  that  a  levy  may  be  made  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  such  loan,  with  an  addition  of  not  less  than  five  cents  on  the 
hundred  dollars  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  liquidate  the  principal. 
The  powers  expressly  granted  in  1857  do  not  embrace  the  addition- 
al powers  granted  in  1861,  to  appropriate  money  for  the  benefit 
of  the  families  of  volunteers,  and  to  levy  special  taxes  to  meet 
such  appropriations.  Therefore,  it  follows  that  such  indebtedness 
must  be  met  by  special  taxation,  iwvL  that  such  revenue,  so  created 
cannot  be  anticipated  by  loans  upon  boncb:. 

Again,  the  amount  of  any  such  loan,  if  it  could  be  legally  made, 
cannot  exceed  the  levy  and  tax  authorized  for  municipal  expenses 
for  the  same  year,  and  must  only  be  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
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of  the  current  and  following  year.  The  current  3^ear  is  the  fiscal 
year  from  May,  1863,  to  May,  1864,  and  the  following  year, 
that  from  May,  1863,  to  May,  1865.  It  is  known  that  the 
resources  for  the  current  year  are  not  only  exhausted,  but  the 
amount  of  outstanding  indebtedness,  added  to  a  reasonable 
expenditure  for  the  year  following,  for  needed  municipal  pur- 
poses, will  greatly  exceed  the  revenue  to  be  collected  between 
now  and  May,  1865,  without  taking  into  account  our  bonded 
debt  of  $25,000.  Therefore,  a  loan  cannot  be  legitimately  made 
in  anticipation  of  revenues  already  anticipated. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  limited  powers  granted  the 
Council,  cannot  recommend  that  money  be  borrowed  or  bonds 
be  issued  to  pay  the  bounties  claimed. 

The  committee  do  not  consider  that  faith  has  been  violated  by 
a  refusal  to  make  the  appropriation  asked.  J^or  do  we  concur  in 
the  belief  that  but  for  the  re-enlistment  and  credit  to  this  city  of 
the  veterans  of  the  17th  Regiment  our  city  would  not  have  filled 
its  quota.  The  first  call  was  filled  by  home  enlistments,  and  the 
second  call  has  been  nearly  filled  by  the  same  class  of  recruits, 
enlisted  since  the  5th  of  January,  without  counting  the  veterans. 
It  is  certain,  too,  that  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  veterans  have 
been  credited  to  this  county,  in  regiments  and  batteries  without 
counting  those  of  the  17th  regiment.  And  all  of  these  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  are  residents  of  this  county. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  experience  has  taught  us  that 
the  local  bounty  system  is,  at  best,  not  the  surest  way  to  encourage 
enlistments,  and  we  recommend  that  in  future  we  husband  our 
resources  and  devote  what  can  be  spared  to  liberal  appropriations 
for  the  benefit  of  the  hundreds  of  families  of  soldiers  in  our  midst. 
Indianapohs  has  so  far  done  well  in  this  regard,  and  should  con- 
tinue in  w^ell  doing.  If  the  government  bounties  are  not  sufficiently 
large,  let  them  be  increased,  and  let  the  tax  levies  be  made  by 
United  States  officials  in  sufficient  amounts  to  meet  all  expendi- 
tures necessary  to  recruit  the  armies  of  the  Union  to  what  is 
required. 

Your  committee  would  add  that  a  conference  was  had  with 
the  County  Commissioners,  and  that  they  declined  to  make  any 
further  appropriations  to  pay  bounties.
